CORK, Ireland, October, 1546. 


jl Storm—Obliged to put back—Deaths on board 


—Jin Ocean Grave—Impositions practised on 
Emigrants—" Horrors ofthe Middle passage'— 
J'isit to Father Matthew—Cork, beggary and 
wretchedness—Prayer-selling—Starvation—Ji- 
merica—Old women. 
MR. EDITOR :—When 1 wrote to you a few 


weeks ago from Liverpool, 1 was fully certain 
that that letter was my last. Shortly after the 
date of it, I embarked for home in the ship ME- 
TOKA, bound to New-York. She was a noble 
vessel, and for the first few days we sailed 
beautifully, under the most favorable winds, 
with high hopes of reaching our native shores in 
three weeks. But Providence ordained it other- 
wise, our hopes proved vain : on the 20th of Sep- 
tember we wore visited by a lerrificstorm, which 
lasted with unabated fury for six days and six 
nights. 
Our bowsprit and foremast and main- 


topmast were carried away, and the deck was 
swept as clear as a floor, of the galleys and kitch- 
en and wafer casks, &.C.; the bulwarks of the 
ship were carried away also, leaving us a com- 
plete wreck. 
Those of your readers who have 


been in a storm at sea, and have entirely given up 
all hope of ever seeing land and friends, may im- 
agine the feelings that filled our bosoms—they 
are too sacred to commit to paper. Fortunately 
for us, on the morning after tbeslorm, we found 
a fine wind blowing, which would carry us back 


three times often, and made to believe that die 
ship will find them in provisions, which isnoi the 
case. They are then crowded down between the 
decks with all their baggage, sometimes hun- 
dreds of them into a space not sufficient to accom- 
modate 50 comfortably. Here they live for 30 
d-iys, in the midst of filih of all kinds, and if they 
come out of this "BLACK HOLE" to catch a breeze 
of fresh air, or a glimpse of daylight, they are 
beset by curses fiom the officers and kicks from 
the sailors. 
England may shudder as she pleases 


at the horrors of slave importation, but she can 
find moie cause in the shipping of her own mis- 
erable subjects. 


We have now been in Ireland for several days, 


waiting the relit ting and repairing of our vessel, 
and have had plenty of time to look around us.— 
Two of our passengers are American preachers, 
who had been delegates to the Convention held j 
in London : a day or two ago they expressed an 
intention to visit Father Matthew, the great Apos- 
tle of Temperance; of course, I accompanied 
them. 
Unfortunately, we did not find him at 


home, being absent from the city. We found his 
house without diflicuhy, as every one knows 
where Father Matthew lives. It was in a nar- j 
row. dirty street, near the middle of the town.— i 
We were ushered by the porter through a nar- 
row entry into a large unfurnished room, with a j 
table in it, and a closet which contained ihc med- 
als. 
We were shown his immense "pledge , 


book,1' it contained nearly 6,000,000 of names.— 
Father M. lives very plainly, indeed, so much so, 
that we could scarcely believe that to bo the res- 
idence of a priest of so much influence and woalth, 
though if he lived in a princely style he would no 
doubt be subject to slander. 


Cork appears to be a city about the size of Bal- 


timore, though by no means as handsome. 
It is 


a city of beggars : they swarm every street and 
fill even' avenue, using every means that wretch- 
edness and nuccssily can devise to c\tort a ha'- 
penny from (he stranger. They invoke upon 
3rou the blessing of every Saint in the Calendar, 
and if you aie moved by their cntrealies to give 
them a mite, they load you with hearty benedic- 
tions, and cry their thanks sifter you until you are 
out of hearing. 
But if you do not listen to their 


importunities, and walk on unmoved, the same 
lips that blessed you but a moment before, now 
curse you with awful imprecations; instead of 
hearing any longer "The Holy .Mary protect ye," 
your ears are saluted no less heartily with the 
malediction, "The Devil burn ye." It would 
be an unprofitable employmentto deal out charity 
in Cork, whenever you were asked: the longest 
purse would fail you. The beggars do not ask 
but they implore you, and beseech you and be- 
siege you. It is almost an impossibility to rid 
yourself of them—they lay hold of your coat, and 
with all the eloquence that starvation and want 
can use, they entreat you to have pity. It is a 
sad sight, and one that touches the heart. They 
arc starving—there is no mistake about it—the 
pale cheek, and sunken eye, and trembling limbs, 
tell their misery even more plainly than their 
tongues. 
Such wretchedness and rags and mis- 


ery, in all their aspects and phases, I never saw 
congregafcd together in one place. 
And as to 


relieving all this by private charity, it is out of the 
question. The beggary of Cork, like the daugh- 
ter of the leech, can never be satisfied—the cry 
is still, and always, "Give—Give—Give." 
To 


the citizens this cuise is more obnoxious than 
the locusts ofEgypt, and if they were disposed to 
be charitable, it would be tenfold more consum- 
ing. 
The poor people will do any thing for mon- 


ey, and they tax their ingenuity, sharpened by 
want, for occupations and means by which they 
can eke out their wretched lives. 
The streets are 


filled with them, singing and dancing and play- 


ing, 
to procure a few pennies. 
One man I saw 


with piinted copies ofa prayer to the Virgin, 
which he was trying to dispose of at a penny to a 
crowd of poor wretched beggars who had given 
up fora lime their occupation lo gather around 


him. 
I could not but admire the wholc-hcartcd- 


ness of their failh, for they loved theii religion 
even more than bread or ihcir own lives, ;is they 
cheerfully bartered that which might have pro- 
cured comforts, for this man's prayer. And as 
they stood in reverential posture, with clasped 
hands, listening to the prayer, they seemed to for- 
get their miseiy ; and I noticed that every tune 
the name of the Saviour was mentioned, they all 
meekly bowed their heads. 
I thought, ns, I turn- 


ed away from this sight, that I hud learned fcomc- 
tbing. 


The coming winter will bring much sorrow 


and buffering to poor down-trodden Ireland — 
The potato crop has failed entirely, and grim 
starvation is already stalking about. There is 
no disguising the matter—the people have re- 
ally nothing to eat, and the cry for bread is 
truly heart-rending. Revolts and mobs are 
occurring in many of the large towns; and the 
poor creatures, driven by starvation and all the 
horrors of the deepest want, are pouring by 
thousands into the seaports to emigrate for 
America, or die on th« passage. 
America is 


the poor Irishman's "El Dorado.'' 
To his fan- 


cy it ja a land of unfailing plenty arid exhaust- 
less riclies, where wealth and health and peace 
and liberty 


"pour down ingolJen streams." 


Alas.' that he is so often deceived 
"If I can 


only reach America," he thinks, "1 will never 
know misery and poverty any more." 
But it 


too often proves any thing but the earthly Para- 
dise he imagined it to be 


I was struck with a strange custom preva- 


lent in the Cork markets and public bazaars, so 


different fiom London and other cities, and so 
much opposed to true policy—that is, that the 


—indeed I hardly know what there is in hu- 
man kind that is> degiading and disgusting, that 
does not exist in pei faction here. 


I do not know how long 1 may remain in 


Ireland. 
Possibly for some weeks—if so, 1 


will write again. 
Perhaps I may go from 


Dublin (which I intend visiting) to Liverpool, 
and take passage home once more in another 
vessel.

The sailors hoisted what sail had 
left, the wind continued for many days favorable, 
and we came slo\\ly shore-wards. 
The sight of 


land again, after we had lost all hope, called forth 
many a hearty thanksgiving, for it had been ihe 
burden of many a hearty prayer. 
Many hearts 


leaped for J03' on that morning (which we shall 
never forget) when we saw the rocky shores of 
Old Ireland, rising above the distant horizon.— 
We landed salely in the Cove of Corksoon after, 
with thankful hearts. 


Whilst we were upon our voyage backwards. 


I witnessed a burial at sea ; two of the steerage 
passengers having died. They were natives of 
Ireland, middle aged men, who were flying from 
the hardships and tyranny of home, to America. 
The first one who died was a Roman Catholic- 
he had some kind friend on board who performed 
the office of the priest, and read ihc prayers of 
the Church over him, before he was committed 
to his ocean-grave. But the other died whilst all 
were engaged in "lighting the decks," after the 
storm, and no one had time to care for him : he 
was sewed up in a sheet, with coals tied about his 
feet, and with no funeral dirge but thedashingsof 
the angry sea, he was committed to the waves ; 
for a moment his head was visible in the foaming 
brine, but he was soon gone. 
Poor men—per- 


haps a home in America had been the hope of 
their lifetime, and the distant slar which had light- 
ed their dark pathway for 40 years, and now, af- 
ter gatheiing their "little all" togetliei, and em- 
barking, when almost in reach of the pri/.c, they 
were summoned away. A little infant, too, one 
of our number, died and was, buried in ihe ocean. 
Its only dirge was a mother's bitter tears. 1 
could not but think that it was fortunate—to have 
gone into eternity without the crimes arid stains 
that the age of responsibility always brings—with- 
out sin, though born in sin. 
When Ocean gives 


up her dead, and the white bones that he in the 
deep, spring once more into lifu, the bodies of 
these—the poor Irishmen and the young infant— 
will not be missed, though no proud pageantry 
accompanied their burial, and no marble tomb- 
stone marks their resting place. 


There were in the ship Metoka 320 steerage 


passengers, principally Irish, so that I hod full 
opportunity of seeing the imposition that is prac- 
iiced upon these poor creatures. And judjring 
from what took placoon board this ship, and from 
\\hatl witnessed in the agent's offices, and a- 
round the wharves of Liverpool, a more deliber- 
ate system of fraud and inhumanity docs not exist, 
than that practiced by ship agents upon Irish 
Emigrants. 
In the first place, large handbills, 


filled with falsehoods, are circulated all over Ire- 
land, to induce the lower classes to emigrate.— 
The 
poor people, oppressed and haiassed at 


home, are eiad to listen to and embrace these l y - i ,
